In old-time vaudeville and come- 
dy acts, it used to be popular to 
cast the farmer in the role of the | 
unsuspecting, gullible victim of pa- | 
tent-medicine fakirs, confidence 
game operators and gold-brick sales- 
men. 


The farmer, at least on the stage, 
was “the fall guy.” 

But the modern-day California 
farmer—by dint of hard experience, 
and by reason of the fact that farm- 
ing has become one of the most 
highly-specialized, efficient ~busi- 
nesses in the field of business and 
industry—has a better than aver- 
age sense of values and a healthy 
skepticism regarding the wares of 
high-pressure salesmen. 


It is to be hoped that every Cal- 
ifornia farmer, in his capacity as | 
citizen, as well as business man, will ; 
be doubly alert this fall as he lis- | 
tens to the glib sales talks of the | 
promoters of 30-Every-Thursday— 
for this preposterous pension plan, 
if it should be enacted, would im- 
pose a depression on California ag- 
riculture which would make past 
and present depressions fade into 
insignificance. 

Particularly, farmers should be- 
ware of the apathetic attitude il- 
lustrated by the all-too-frequent 
statement: “I don’t think the plan 
will work, but I’m going to vote for 
it anyway and see what happens.” 
That attitude, if it persists, may 
bring financial ruin and bitter tra- 
gedy to thousands of California ; 
farmers. For this is not just a 
harmless, crack-pot plan which can 
be treated lightly, or tried out to 
see what rabbits are under the hat. 
It is a dangerous, ruinous scheme 
which would play havoc with mar-. 
kets for California farm products; 
place impossible tax burdens on the 
farming industry; destroy the. 
State’s present pension system for 
its elder citizens (the highest in the 
United States), and throw tens of ! 
thousands out of employment. 


Many old-time farmers will re- 
member that the favorite bunco 
game of “city slickers” of a by-gone 
era was a ‘“money-making-ma- 
chine.” A $5 bill, fed into the ma- 
chine, was supposed to multiply in- 
to a whole series of $5 bills, al- 
most without number. But while the 
trick seemed to work well in dem- 
onstration, the victim who was 
tempted to buy one of the ma- 
chines not only got stuck for the 
purchase price, but usually lost his 
original $5 bill as well. 

There is a certain similarity be- | 
tween the “money - making - ma- 
chine” of yesterday and the Ham 
and Eggs printing-press money pro- 
posal of today. Trusting elderly cit- 
izens, who have given hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in hard-earned 
Savings to the campaign war chests 
of the promoters, certainly will ne- 
ver get back their original invest- 
ment. And they are doomed to bit- 
ter disillusionment and disappoint- 
ment if they hope to get $30-Every- 
Thursday. There is no such promise 
in the act (Proposition No. 1 on 
the November ballot), and even if 
there were such a provision in the; 
act, it would be utterly impossible 
of fulfillment, 

Fundamentally, this scheme to 
“spend-ourselves-rich” has no more 
merit than the “money-making-ma- 
chine” of the old-fashioned bunco 
artist.. 

The old people who have been’ be- 
trayed into Supporting Ham and 
Eggs would simply be given 30 war- 
rants—30 pieces of paper. Each war- 
rant would be good for $1—if Cal- 
ifornia citizens pasted $1.04 in 
stamps, bought with rea] money, on 
the back of it. But that’s the joker! 
California citizens can’t and won’t 
pay 104 per cent interest for the use 
of printing-press “dollar” warrants. 
Why should anyone pay $1.04 for a 
“dollar” warrant, when he or she 
can get a real American dollar for

$42,667,183 


SACRAMENTO, (lP) —The state’s 
cash deficit. during. the first two 
months of the present fiscal year 
mounted to $42,667,183 in -spite of 
increases in regular tax collections, 
a controller’s report revealed. 

Increased expenditures for unem- 
ployment relief and building con- 
struction during July and August 
combined to boost costs 29: per cent 
above the figure for the same per- 
iod of last year, Controller Harry 
B. Riley said. The two-month total 
for this year was $20,647,081. 

Regular tax collections increased 
about $2,000,000 during the period, 
Riley said.

TODAY'S 
PROFILE

As long as bullets come in letters, 
Says O. John Rogge, assistant U. 
S. attorney general, they’re not a 
cause for worry; if they don’t come 
in letters, it’s too late. 

The tall, 200-pound one-time 1- 
linois farm boy said that after re- 
ceiving two threatening letters 
while he directed the federal in- 
vestigation into Louisiana’s wide- 
spread maze of scandals, 

Government attorneys working 
under his leadership have indicted 
many persons high in Louisiana’s 
political life, including former Gov. 
Richard W. Leche, who resigned. 

The first trial began early in Sep- 
tember and brought heavy prison 
sentences and fines to five men.— 
Other trials will continue long into 
1940. 

Rogge wanted to be a preacher, 
but after he won a debating contest 
friends advised him to study law. 
He went to the University of Tlinois 
and at the age of 18 was graduated 
with highest honors. After addition- 
al training at Harvard he set out to 
become an expert in civil law, par- 
ticularly on taxation. 

He came to the attention of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, which enlisted him in a bank 
case at Chicago. That meant many 
months of hard work for Rogge and 
his associates, but they were re- 
warded by seeing depositors of the 
bank regain some $10,000,000. 

After that the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission had him work 
on the Transamerica Corporation 
case. This year Attorney General 
Frank Murphy asked Rogge to join 
his staff, and the 35-year-old attor- 
ney agreed. He was made head of 
the criminal division of the de- 
partment of justice. 

Rogge’s next major assignment 
was the M. I. Annenberg tax case. 
After building the foundation of 
evidence which led to federal in- 
dictment of the Philadelphia pub- 
lisher, Rogge was ordered to Louisi- 
ana. 

His wife and their two children, 
12-year-old Genevieve and 1l-year- 
old Herman, were injured in an au- 
tomobile accident near Galveston, 
Tex., this summer. Mrs. Rogge be-
